Old Times Recalled When 
Issue Comes 

Recently the "office boy” at the 
Advocate plaht had the luck of find¬ 
ing one of the early issues of the Vul 
can Advocate, being Vpl. 1, No, 11, 
dated October 15, 1913. This is con¬ 
sidered a prize, as all the earlier files 
of the paper have been lost and de¬ 
stroyed, our complete files start from 
the yeur 1918. 

The issue is interesting and recalls 
olu days in the district. Among the 
advertisers at that time were: Arthur 
Mitchell and Co., insurance agents; 

G. L. Johanson, meat market; M. F. 
Karp, real estate; D. C. Jones, drug¬ 
gist; Peter Terry, builder; Wolfe and 
Pettman, hardware; H. F. Richard¬ 
son, implements; W. F. Muehle, black 
smith; Irving's Ltd., harvest supplies, 

H. Fearnly, draying; Lineham Lum¬ 
ber Co., (J. Dewie, manager); Lind¬ 
say Hardware Co.; Guy Walker, im¬ 
plements; H. W. Reeves, general 
store; Elves Bros., general store; E. 
J. Charters, implements; R.-E. Dodds 
livery and feed; and many others. 
Many have left for other parts of the 
world and a few are still living in the 
town. 

The news items are the most inter¬ 
esting part of the edition and we 
quote a few to recall memories of 
that year: 

“The Clover Leaf Rebekah Lodge, 
No. 37, was instituted on Thursday 
evening last. Officers elected were:

Vulcan market report for that is¬ 
sue was: spring wheat, No. 1, 62c; 
eggs 25c; butter 25c; fowl 7c; cows, 
fc; and hogs 7 3-4c.

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B. C. JOBLESS HERE 


It has been observed by anyone in touch with the work 
less transients who have entered the town that the.jun¬ 
iority are from B.C. They seem a good type on the whole, 
and from their appearance should be able to pick up and 
keep any harvester job. They have been fed generously 
by local citizens, and will no doubt drift back to B.C. 
when the harvest is over, With quite a proportion of the 
Alberta wages. This should simplify relief for B.C., not 
only at the present but for some time in the fall. But 
what is it doing for Alberta? 

It is taking money out of the province which should be 
spent in the province. It will increase the burdens of Al¬ 
berta in the matter of direct relief. It will probably mean 
higher taxation all round, both to farmers and townspeo¬ 
ple. It.will mean less butter and eggs, meat and vege¬ 
tables bought within this province. Every time a B. C. 
or Ontario workman displaces an Alberta man in the 
harvest field, it means a few dollars loss to the province. 
Or, if the workman from another province remains here, 
it fneans heavier relief in the winter. 

It seems unchristian and unbrotherly to suggest that 
these orderly, well-behaved troops of men from the coast 
be told to move on. And yet with every province obliged 
to finance as best it can, with no comprehensive, Dominion 
program, it seems necessary that workmen from Alberta 
should be given first chance. 

Although it would not be possible to check with perfect 
assurance, the identity of a man’s, province and home, 
some effort might be made. 

It is after all, up to the individual farmer, whether he 
is interested or not in his own taxation, the financial wel¬ 
fare of his own province. To an onlooker, it seems as if 
the United Farmers might have given a definite lead in 
this matter of employment, by adopting some policy that 
would at least give preference to Albertans. 


A PEACE TIME ARMY 


“Unemployment can be solved by a peacetime army,’’ 
said Premier Brownlee at Drumheller. This seems to be 
the most direct statement made by any government lead¬ 
er for some time past. 4 

Although the mobilization of a peace time army could 
only work out as a federal undertaking, the suggestion 
has at least been openly stated by qq§ of the leaders of 
the Western provinces, and the Western provinces usually 
hang together when they present cases to Ottawa. The 
next step will be to persuade the Federal Government,that 
some such procedure is necessary. And if that is accom¬ 
plished, it will be the first step^hich Canada has taken 
•to deal adequately with the unemployment which exists 

A coast to coast registration would be necessary, with 
the accompanying identification card for every individual 
in Canada. Only then, could this endless migration from 
province to province be handled. Only then could the re¬ 
ported migration front United States be checked. Many 
well-worked out schemes have been suggested front time 
to time, to employ such an army. Certainly the discipline 
involved, if reasonable and in keeping with the situation 
would be priceless. Definite training, obedience to disci¬ 
pline and routine is the only way to salvage the thous¬ 
ands of young men who are drifting aimlessly, subject on¬ 
ly to the law of the opl-n road, and the general laws of 
the land. Punctuality, orderliness, cleanliness, mental or 
physical effort are all going by the board because nothing 
is demanded of them and they are not wanted. Their 
mental outlook must inevitably be unhealthy. 

It would seem reasonable to hope, that if unemployed 
were mobilized into battalions, sortie intelligence would be 
exercised in regard to their occupation and training. Cer¬ 
tain educational courses, manual training courses, instruc¬ 
tion in trades and mechanics, could be arranged at little 
more expense than is resulting at present, with no in¬ 
struction of any sort. And the citizens of Canada, who 
normally would be the taxpayers- of the country, a few 
years from now, would be saved for citizenship, and a 
certain usefulness, instead of being utterly lost. 

They are holding a Dominion Conference on agricul¬ 
ture at present, no doubt considering the welfare of cat¬ 
tle and pigs, in an eil'ort to maintain quality.

GOOD NEWS, OTTAWA 


Although leaders of various industries, are expressing 
themselves cautiously - on the apparently successful out¬ 
come of the Imperial Conference, there is a general feel¬ 
ing that good will result ultimately to a.l. For one thing 
the five year feature of the agreements will afford stabil¬ 
ity and give the different countries involved, a full oppor¬ 
tunity to work out the arrangements and test them. 

Features of most personal concern inthis part of Canada 
are the arrangements regarding wheat, cattle and hog 
products. 

There is little authoritative comment on the -possible 
benefits in the.matter of wheat. The six cents preference 
should be beneficial, if the dumping of Russian wheat is 
sufficiently restricted. But until there is fuller informa¬ 
tion on the relation with Russian wheat, it is impossible 
to say whether or not prices will be materially affected. 

The removal of restrictions on the entrance of cattle, 
appears to offer definite satisfaction. Since "the American 
market has been closed, Canadian stockmen have suffered 
discouragement in entering the British market under 
much less favorable conditions than the Irish cattle enjoy. 
With the two countries placed on a par, something quite 
definite has been gained. The feature of the agreement 
which recommends itself to all stockmen is the accept¬ 
ance of sHe-stock on the British market. The removal of 
this barrier should mean considerably greater exportation 
and a steadier domestic market. 

Grain, flour ami bacon interests are- encouraged with 
new regulations concerning their.trade. 

But general disappointment is expressed that nothing 
has been done in the monetary problem. The rate of ex¬ 
change has taken all profit from beef shipments this 
spring and it is stated that it costs about $1.35 a pound 
to bring money back to Canada when beef is sold. This 
same situation affects every element of trade and will 
have a discouraging influence on agreements, which other¬ 
wise would have been decidedly beneficial. 


CAUSE OF ECONOMY 


At a time when the world is glutted with food and man¬ 
ufactured products and provided with equipment capable 
of vastly’ greate'r production, the financial power which 
controls the political governments of the highly advanced 
states of the world insists upon “economy.” Consumers 
everywhere are commanded or compelled to consume les 3 
in.order that a ricketty, outworn financial and economic 
system which now blocks the path of human progress may 
make a final effort to stabilize it-self, without yielding any 
of its privileges] The truth is that there is no virtue in 
any “economy” which involves the cutting down of any 
necessary service, the foregoing of any of the require¬ 
ments of civilized living. Increase in deprivation at. a 
time when productive machinery groans under the super¬ 
abundance it nas created is a crime against commonsense 
and humanity. The only ground upon which any govern¬ 
ment or other public authority can fairly seek to excuse a 
policy of ‘economy” as'this is understood by the pundit 
of orthodox finance, is that they have no alternative, since 
they are themselves compelled to bow to the will of a gov¬ 
ernment superior to themselves^ “Economy,” when the 
term is applied to desirable expenditures upon useful 
services or the amenities of life is a thing for which it is 
today permissable to apologize, but never to boast. Sooner 
or later, and sooner gather than later, it will be imperative 
m the public interest to bring about so complete a change 
in the control- and objectives of financial policy as to co¬ 
ordinate consumption with production.—U.F.A. Magzine.

Unless very drastic steps are taken 
to curtail the expenditures of the Do¬ 
minion government a serious deficit 
will be laced by the country for the 
current fiscal year. This is apparent 
from the revenue figures for the first 
three months of tne present year, 
now belatedly released. 

Hon. E. N. Rhodes on April 6 fore¬ 
cast a surplus on current account to 
he obtained by reduction of current 
expenditure pine million, and by im¬ 
posing new taxes to bring in filty-Jive 
million. 

ihe new taxes are in effect and 
the public have been paying them, 
they have paid higher sales and in¬ 
come tax; 3 or 5 cents instead of £ 
cents on every cheque; taxes oil 
sleeping car tickets, telephone con¬ 
versations, etc., etc. But the govern¬ 
ment’s financial position has failed to 
respond to the drastic treatment ad¬ 
ministered the taxpayers. Ihe new 
taxes were concrete enough but the 
economy was not even present in the 
abstract. During the first three 
months of the fiscal year, ended June 
dO last, revenues declined and ex¬ 
penditures increased. 

Total current revenues amounted 
to $U>o,000,000, just $2,000,000 below 
the figure for tne same months of 
J.93F. ihe big decline was in customs 
uuties, down irom $32,000,000 to $21,- 
oo0,000 and in excise taxes, down 
irom $13,000,000 to $10,000,000. In¬ 
come tax brought in almost as much, 
aitnough Canadians had less income 
vo be taxed; stamp and other excise 
taxes jumped from under $8,00,000 to 
about $18,000,000. 

Expenditures climbed. Current ex¬ 
penditures lor tne first three months 
ol last year were $84,600,000; this 
year, $99,900,000. Increase of $0,000,- 
000 in interest is the chief item, pos¬ 
sibly due in part to a shifting of in¬ 
terest dates but mainly to a larger 
public debt. Total expenditures, cur¬ 
rent, capital, unemployment relief, 
etc., apart from recoverable advances, 
totalled $112,000,000. Thus the gov¬ 
ernment went behind—that is to say 
the national debt increased—by $7,- 
000,000 during the period when largo 
income tax payments should have 
been piling up a surplus for leaner 
months. Last year the surplus during 
the period wa^ $18,000,000. Thus the 
government’s financial results for the 
first quarter were just $25,000,000 
worse than they were a year ago. 

When the minister of finance esti¬ 
mated that the government’s surplus 
on current account would this year 
reach $4,300,000 The Financial Post 
expressed the opinion that the true 
deficit would reach at least $64,000,- 
000. Present indications are that it 
may run closer to $100,000,000. 

The government has adopted a 
new style for issuing its financial 
statements. The figures are publish¬ 
ed one month later than formerly; 
they provide no 


Stacking has gone largely out of 
date in tiie Canadian West. It is a 
big job to pile up two or three hun¬ 
dred acres of heavy grain, and once 
in the sweat the stacks are unfit to 
thresh until cured out. There has 
been a growing tendency to depend 
upon stook threshing. Sometimes this 
pays and sometimes it doesn’t. . 

The threshing season of 1931 was 
peculiarly annoying in the Peace 
district. Time and again as the crop

Threshermen fretted. 
Sometimes they egged their patrons 
to strain a point and thresh tough 
grain. The latter looked daily at 
their stooks, sometimes turning them 
or resetting down sheaves and wast¬ 
ing much nervous energy in worry 
while the fall ploughing remained un¬ 
done, little being finally accomplished 
on most farms. 

After sizing up the situation at the 
Dominion Experimental Sub-Station 
at Beaverlodge, it was decided to 
stack the commercial crop so as to 
clear the fields for ploughing. Local 
custom charges for stook threshing 
were six cents a bushel; for stack 
threshing they were four cents. Even 
with the abnormal wage conditions 
prevailing on an experimental station 
tne labour cost of stacking turned out 
to be not over 4 cents per bushel, 
nothing being allowed for the teams, 
which would otherwise have been idle. 
Everything was stacked by Septem¬ 
ber 23. Ploughing, was under way 
then and was finished by autumn, the 
fall work being rounded up better 
than it had been for years. Thresh¬ 
ing was accomplished in early No¬ 
vember—the unhurried last job of a 
custom outfit. No weed seeds from 
neighboring farms were dropped from 
stook wagons or hired stook teams 
and there was time to give the sep¬ 
arator a good clean-out before it 
came on to the place. 

All things considered, would it not 
pay better in a catchy season to im¬ 
prove the time by stacking at least 
some of the crop thus clearing a field 
or two for the plow? A number of 
thoughtful farmers believe it would. 
There is little comfort in idleness at 
such a time and it is pretty hard to 
keep a farm clean when the stook 
teams of custom outfits roam the 
fields.
